COOPERATIVE GRAIN MARKETING 


C. T. Osborne. president of the Ne- 


braska Farmers' union, cautions members 
of his association against purchasing 
stock of the $25.000.000 elevator, ter- 
minal and trading concern. 
He takes 


a view contrary to that of the officers of 
agricultural associations who decided to 
buy the properties and facilities of five 
large grain-handling companies and firms. 
Mr. Osborne favors the plan of farmers 
owning a number of small elevators in 
producing localities and having represen- 
tation on exchanges. After farmers learn 
by cooperation on a small scale how to 
market their products it will be time 
enough, he thinks, to undertake cooper- 
ative marketing on a large scale. 


The opinion of other agriculturists, is 


that cooperative marketing cannot suc- 
ceed, or cannot even be tested thorough- 
ly, unless the farmers have through their 
organizations ample conveniences for 
storing their products and selling them 
in the leading exchanges and markets. 
To what extent cooperative grain market- 
ing can be carried is an open question, 
concerning which experts disagree. Some 
think that it cannot be pursued on a large 
scale, while others hold that it is sure 
to fail if conducted in a small way. 


The experience of producers with co- 


operative marketing has been altogether 
satisfactory wherever it has been tried 
•under capable and intelligent manage- 
ment. It has revolutionized large indus- 
tries in the state of California where it 
probably has been carried to its greatest 
perfection. "While the citrus fruit indus- 
try is not wholly comparable to grain 
raising, the principal difference is that 
the latter is more extensive. To be sure, 
certain products depend largely upon 
world market conditions. The law of 
supply and demand covers a much larger 
territory. Nevertheless, if control of the 
marketing of America's wheat products 
\vere to be obtained, it would have an 
important bearing upon the available 
world supply and hence the price at Liv- 
erpool. 


.Twenty years ago the proposal for co- 


operative marketing of wheat seemed like 
an impossible undertaking. "We had not 
then developed this commercial innova- 
tion. The great progress that has since 
been made in this field has not only 
solved many of the problems touching co- 
operative marketing, but has made its ap- 
plication to even the largest of indus- 
tries look more feasible. The day will 
come when we shall have grain market- 
ing corporations of vast capital, and they 
will be cooperative. 
It will take time 


and experience, and possibly some loss- 
es, to make an enterprise of this nature 
entirely successful. 
Eventually it will

Citizens who vote in the presi- 
dential election should vote for the con- 
gressmen belonging to the same party as 
president for whom they ballot. The presi- 
dent, whether a Democrat or Republican, 
should have a congress in accord with 
him. 
Then responsibility for policy and 


methods of government would be direct 
and complete.

AUTOMOBILE LIGHTS 


"We have before us a bulletin issued by 


the Industrial commission of Wisconsin 
on the use of automobile lights at night. 
The. bulletin calls attention to the fact 
that the law prohibits not only the use of 
bright lights for -which blind pedestrians 
and drivers of cars coming in the oppo- 
site direction, but also the sudden dim- 
ming of headlights. 


The so-called dimming law of "Wiscon- 


sin requires a light on the road which -will 
reveal a dark object two hundred feet 
ahead of the car, and at the same time 
will not blind the other driver. 
Such 


lights are so adjusted that the beam will 
not rise above the level of the head lights. 


The bulletin issued by the commission 


is timely. For a short period after the 
law was passed regulating automobile 
headlights, there was a general installa- 
tion of lamps substantially in accordance 
with provisions. The authorities undertook 
to enforce the law and while there were 
some who escaping the regulations and 
others whose changes did not comply with 
them, in the main automobiles were prop- 
erlv equipped. Since that time the law 
has fallen into disregard. _ Thousands of 
automobiles are- today operated in ^Vis- 
consin in violation of the act. Most of 
these cars are of the cheaper grades. The 
Post-Crescent has repeatedly called atten- 
tion to this condition, but the regulations 
are not enforced. 


}Iany serious accidents result from the 


abuse of automobile lighting. 
Not in- 


frequently it is the indirect cause of fa- 
talities. 
Control of motor car lights is

Baby's Health 


CHILDREN'S BUREAU, U. S- DEPARTMENT OF LABOR 


A bright, sunny room should be chosen for th'e nursery, for 


a child needs sunshine for health and growth Just as a plant does. 
and. like a plant, will droop and pine without It. Windows cpen- 
Ing to the south, southeast, or southwest will admit the sun for 
many hours of the day. and a room so lighted will, in the northern 
parts of the country, be most desirable. In the SoutX. it may b« 
better to select a. more shaded room, especially for the Summer 
months. 


Whenever possible, the room should be given up to the exclu- 


sive uae of the baby in order that temperature. liKht and ventilation 
may be easily adapted to his special needs and everything can be 
•o arranged as best to serve his welfare and the convenience oJ the 
mother. It Is very hard to give the baby the quiet and privacy 
he ought to have In a room that must b« occupied also by other 
members of the family. 


REGULARITY 


A baby should be trained from the beginning to have the long- 


est period of unbroken sleep at night. Some babies get a \\iong 
etart in this respect and make great trouble by turning night Into 
day. A strong argument in favor of the long interval between feed- 
ings is that it largely does away with the need for waking the baby 
<fc nurse. Nature intends that the baby shall waken when hungry. 
and this normally occurs about once in three or four hours in a 
youne healthy baby, so that with a little care the regular feeding 
Interval can be made to coincide with the normal periods of wak- 
ing. It the baby Is still sound asleep when the time for nursing 
has come, he should be gently roused and put to breast. This will 
involve little shock to his nerves, because he will be about ready 
to waKen in any event. 


A mother who must prepare and serve the evening meal ol the 


family will find it a great comfort to give the baby his supper at 
half past 5 and have him in h:s crib at 6. For the first few months 
he will be fed again about 10 o'clock, but after that he should not 
be taken up. He must be made comfortable In every nay, th« light 
should be put out. the window opened, his covers -adapted to the 
temperature, but after the mother has assured herseif that every- 
thing essential to his comfort has been attended to. if he is a per- 
fectly healthy baby, she should not go to him when he cries.

Indian "Feast Of Dogs" 


Captain Fred Heinemann, one 


of the best known of the older 
men in Appleton, has lost none of 
his facility as a story teller, judg- 
ing from the following article tak- 
en from a Mamtoivoc paper.

early days in Mamtowoc of con- 
siderable interest.

Cleveland, 0.,—Flat denial if the 


popular idea that ooileje unfits girls 
for the o!d-fashion*d "womanly" oc- 
cupations is made by Miss Anna- 
Louise Sl'JSEer, alumnae secretary of 
the college for Women of Western 
Reserve University here. 


In order to find out if college wo- 


men weie using their training for 
practical purposes. Miss Slusser sent 
questionnaires to 1500 graduates. Re- 
plies were recejvetl from 1407. 


They fchowed that 1020, or 72 per 


cent, of the alumnae are engaged in 
home making or teaching, and that 
very few are following business ca- 
reers.

repfessnlect." says Miss Slusser. "are 
those of secretary, librarian and eo- 
cial worker. 
And to gain admission 


to those professions, additional study 
must be taken following completion 
of arts courses.

War Fosters Taste For 


More Serious Writing 


(From tho world's work.) 


Last year, at least two of the larger 


American publishers made more prof- 
its from serious books than from fic- 
tion. The retail booksellers, at their 
recent convention, remarked a corre- 
! sponding phenomenon in their sales. 
' By "serious books" is meant works 
of history, biography, travel, and the 
like, written in nontechnical Ian- 
gauge for tho general public. 


These facts do not mean a falling off 


in the sale of fiction. The imaginary 
representation of human life and emo- 
tion is too dear to the heart of man- 
kind for that. But along with the 
ever-wtndening circle of readers of fic- 
tion there is rapidly growing a large 
body of people, who like the more solid 
books as well. 


Many explanations have been of- 


fered for this increase. An obvious 
one is the colleges and universities. 
Every year the attendance increases 
ar.d every one of them foster an in- 
terest in the substantial facts of lifp 


The war doubtless stimulated much 


serious reading. Young men by the 
millions were brought to an earlier 
realization than usual ot its sobering 
realities. Other millions of men and 
women at home turned to history and 
geography to understand the issues 
and the scenes of the war. An appe- 
tite was then created that still feeds 
on biography and works of travel. 


Whatever the complete explanation, 


this growing appreciation of a wider 
range of literature is a. heartening 


thing. It cannot but engender a 
broader and more solid culture, and it 
shoul^ be politically helpful by creat- 
ing a better understanding of other 
peoples and a fuller knowledge of our 
own economic problems. 


It is. too. of an indirect, but very 


practical aid to literature in general, 
for these serious books, by reason of 
their steady sales over years, as 
against the big but short-lived sales of 
best sellers, provide a commercial sta- 
bility to the business of book makiny 
and book selling that makes possible 
the taking ot more chances in tha 
publishing of novels by unknown 
writers than would be feasible if all 
a publisher's list were made up wholly 
of the more speculative books of flc- 
tion.
